‘he Western Canadian Natural Gas, 
Light, Heat and Power Company is 
waiting for the arrival of a formal 
otfer from the Dominion Giass Com- 
pany, now owners of extensive gas 
eases int he Redecliff field, for the 
supply of gas to be delivered into the 
mains running from Bow Island to 
Calgary. 

This was the statement made by H. 
B, Pearson, president of the gas com- 
pany, when questioned concerning the 
progress of negotiations for the aug- 
mentation of Calgary's gas supply 
trom the Redcliff area.. Mr. Pearson 
added that he had received no official 
offer from the new owners of the field 
but he expected that it would be on 
the 20c basis, the original price dis- 
cussed for a supply of gas from this 
field, 

Negotiations between the Lockwood 
and Stoner interests, the gas company, 
the Sifton syndicate, and the Domin- 
son Gas Company were recently held 
in Eastern Canada. Out of this has 
come the sale by Stoner and Lockwood 
of their gas leases to the Dominion 
Glass Co., a firm owning a glass fac- 
tory at Redcliff. It was previously 
understood that the sale was to be 
consummated with the Sifton .syndi+ 
‘cate, and that they would build a pipe 
line to connect with the Calgary 
mains at: Bow Island. Parties inter- 
ested in the deal express confidence 
that the same arrangement will be 
carried out by the Dominion Glass 
Company. 

In discussing the matter, Mr, Pear- 
son made it clear that the gas com- 
pany would only deal on a ten-year 
contract. They expect that the Red- 
cliff people will be willing to supply 
approximately one billion feet of gas 
a year for ten years, asuring a suffi- 
cient supply for Calgary. 

When interviewed by The Review 
as to the report that the Dominion 
Glass Co, was negotiating with Cal- 
gary for the transporting of gas from 
here to that city, Mr, Lydiatt, man- 
ager of the local glass plant, said he 
knew nothing of such negotiations, as

U.F.W.A. Want 
Wives on Equality 
With Husbands 


SAY DOWER ACT DOES NOT ADE- 
QUATELY PROTECT RIGHTS OF 
THE WIFE REGARDING REAL 
PROPERTY 


Demands that the Alberta govern- 
ment enact legislation placing wives of 
Alberta on an equal legal basis with 
their husbands were embodied in a re- 
solution passed at the Thursday after- 
noon session of the United Farm Wo- 
men of Alberta. The resolution fot- 
lowed an address by George H. Ross, 
K.C., of Calgary, on “Some Legal Dis- 
abilities of Married Women,” which 
reviewed in detail the legal status of 
wives in Alberta. John E, Brownlee, 
attorney general of Alberta, asked 
for his opinion on the matter, said 
that he government is wiling to grant 
equal rights to women but that it was 
felt that in the effort to remedy cases 
of individual hardship, the business 
interests of the province might be en- 
dangered. The government has no ob- 
jection to enacting the desired infor- 
mation provided that it is so devised 
as not to conflict with business tran~- 
sactions, he said. Experimental leg- 
islation is costly legislation and the 
government's present attitude is one 
of investigation, the attorney general 
said. ; 

The resolution, introduced by the 
Baintree local and carried unanimous- 
ly, follows: 

“Resolved that this convention here- 
by reaffirm the action taken by last 
convention on .the principle of com- 
munity of interest between husband 
‘and wife, as stated int he attached 
resolution, and that we most respect- 
fully petition the provincial govern- 
ment to pass necessary legislation in 
regard to it: 

‘“Whereas in the opinion of this 
conventiont he dower act does not 
adequately protect the rights of the 
wife with regard to realp roperty in 
che’ possession of her husband; there- 


fore be it resolved that the provincial . 


government be requested to establesh 
by legislation the principle of “com- 
munity interests” 
and wife with regard to all real . pro- 
perty acquired by them as a result of 
their common labor and effort, and in 
the case of the death of either. The 
husband to have the management of 
the community property, but it is to- 
be restricted as to selling or mortgag- 
-ng real estate or leasing same for 
more than one year without the concur 
rence of his wife.’”

Forest Reserves Open to Grazing 


Certain. Areas In Prairie Provinces 
- Have Been Open for Some 
Years Past 


In accordance with {ts established 
policy of making the most of all the 
natural resoufces of the land under 
its control, the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interior decid- 
ed some years ago to throw open for 
use certain areas of the forest re- 
serves in the prairle provinces that 
were adapted’ for grazing and were 
not immediately required for refor- 
estation purposes, This policy has 
been supplemented by the initiation of 
a regular survey of the grazing lands 
of the reserves, The success of the 
policy has been marked, although, na- 
turally, the depression in the stock 
industry of late years has been reflect- 
ed in the use made of the reserves, 
Grazing in the forest reserves was 
first practiced in 1914, and the value 
of the use was soon shown by the in- 
créase in the number of stock grazed 
on the reserves, In 1919 the number 
was only a few hundred short of 100,- 
000, although since somewhat reduced 
owipg to the depression in the indus- 
try. A striking feature of this work 
is the number of small proprietors 
that are served in this way. In a 
number of cases, however, these liave 
formed themselves into co-operative 
associations, in order the better to 
look after their own Interests, and 
the formation of these asoclalions has 


made for good results in the relations| 
between the branch and the individual) 


proprietors,

CANADIAN PACI"IC RAILWAY PRESIDENT. 
POINTS WAY TO LOWER FREIGHT RATES 


Be Effected Through Increased Railroad Traffic and Lowered 


E. W. Beatty Says They Can Only 
_.. + Operating eater Population the Answer to the Probl 


Better Times 


‘THE railway 

situation: in 
Canada to-day is 
fundamental and 
basic in relation 
to the economic 
situation in which 
the nation finds 
Itself.” This ts the 
text of an article 


appearing in the 
Annual Financial 
Survey of the 
““Toronto Globe” 
from the pen of 
E W. Beatty, K.C., 
" President of the 


- “tadeage” | Canadian Pacific 
Railway... The article deals in un 


exhaustive manner with the railway 
situation and points the way to a 
correction of the difficulties that 
beset the country and bar the way to 
national progress. Mr. Beatty draws 
_attention to the fact that owing to 
long raliway hauls over thinly popu- 
lated districts, comparatively high 


freight rates might reasonably be}. 


expected, which is made apparent 
by the fact that Canada’s railway 
mileage is 443 miles per each 100,- 
000 of population as compared with: 
New Soyth Wales, 326 miles; Vic- 
torta, 325 miles; India, 1f.5 niles; 
United Kingdom, 51.4 miles, and the 
United States 251 miles. 

This condition of affairs, Mr 
Beatty points out, is hard on the 
railways, and no less disadvantage- 
ous to the commercial and financial 
life of the Dominion. Money spent 
in hauling the products of industry 
to their place of consumption is a 
tax upon production, or at least 0n 
addition to the cost of production. 
Thus Canada as a land of long rall- 
way hauls stands handicapped in the 
race to become the world's granary, 
and the development of her domestle 
trade must suffer through the cost of 
transportation ‘ 

The article goes on,to say—the 
railroads of Canada could not rest 
content to see a condition of stagna 
tion or arrested development in na- 
tional life. They bave not so stood 
aside in the past. Canada has to 
thank the men who planned and built 
her railroads for much of the growib 
that has placed her in her present 
high position among the nations. The 
~country must be assured of adequate 

and progressive railway service at a 

price equitably based on operating 

costs, It is neither advisable nor 
just that Canadians should forget 
that fact When the Canadian Paci- 
fic was built ip the face of almost 
unsurmoyntable financia! and physi- 
cal difficulties, and without any as- 
sured prospect of achieving success, 
it laid the foundation of whatever 
has been, or will be of Canada's na- 
tonal life, and was a national rail- 
road in the strongest and best sense 
of the term. So closely are both 
that company and the nationally- 
owned railroads knit with the fabric 
of national life that there can be no 
divorce of interest and it is for that 
reason that the railroads are as anx- 
ious as owners of farm or factory to 
see low freight rates when consist- 
ent with sound economic administra 
tion of the country's arteries of tral 
fic. 


It is*only by the reduction of ex- 

ses and ap increase of business 
. that Canadian railroads can get '0 a 
point where they can reduce freight 
rates and establish or maintain oper- 
ation on a basis that will ensure 
their continued life and service to 
Canada, and only by this reduction 
of railway ovesbeud can the foreign

}seeker.” The cowboy was the .real 
symbol of the big rancher, whose in- 
efficient method are well. known. He 
stands out almost as the . symbol of 
|the “easy money” wheat baron, also, 
| whose methods have been found im- 
|practicable of sucessful application in 
farming under the peculiar climatic 
| conditions we have here. The chore- 
boy, on the other hand, is the symbol 
of the home-maker, the man who lives 
from his farm, raises his garden, 
milks his cows, feeds the hogs and fat- 
tens the steers for market. He: is 
the diversified farmer, and he cannot 


and domestic trade-of the Dominion 
be brought closer to even terms with 
those of competing countries, 

What a Reduction Means, 

As an instnnce of what a partial 
reduction in freight rates means 
when it is not accompanied ‘by a 
commensurate reduction in operating 
costs, it is significant that an Ottawa 
despatch recently stated that on the 
moving of this year’s Western crops 
the railways of the country had ‘ost 
about $25,000,000 as the result of a 
recent reduction in freight rates 
This loss was said to be about eventy 
divided between the National lines. 
and the Canadian Pacific. 

Another important factor in con- 
nection with this matter is that of 
labor costs. During 1921 the “an 
adian Pacific Railway labor cost was 
63.84 per cent. of the company’s totat 
expenses. Some idea of how im- 
portant this is to the railways may 
be. gathered from the fact that the 
Canadian Pacific last year employed 
in Canada alone approximately 65,- 
000 men and women, to whom war 
paid a total of about $93,000,000 in 
wages. : ‘ 

The only way in which net rev- 
enues can be increased is by increas- 
ing traffic. - The sole possible solu 
tion of this problem’ is increased 
population, and it is imperative that 
the remedy be applied at once, and 
here again there Is but one solution 
--immigration, The encouragement 
of immigration is national propa- 
ganda in the interests of every tax 
payer and producer in the Dominion 
Canada's difficulties and problems 
are largely railroad difficulties and 
problems, and experienced — railroad 
men are unanimous with economist- 
and men of affairs in stating that im- 
migration is the best solution of 
those difficulties. 

Referring again to the fact that for 
reasons explained, Canadian ‘railway 
rates might be expected to average 
high among those of the world’s 
greatest railway countries, Mr 
Beatty points out that a carefully- 
made comparison between grain 
rates ruling in this country © and 
those of the United States will show 
that in a large number of cases (ua- 
ada has a very«decided advantage. 
He draws attention to this in order 
to show that it would be unreason- 
able to expect a further lowering of 
vates until such time as the railways 
of the country are placed in a 
sounder economic position by the es 
tablishment of a lower ratio of mile- 
age to population -by still greater 
economies in operation and by in- 
creased business. 

In substantiation of this faci the 
article quotes figures showing that 
in the case of ‘hauls from seven 
points in Canada to Fort William or 
Vancouver, as compared with hauls 
of equal length from United States 
po'.*s to Duluth, Chicago, er Seattle, 
the Canadian rates per hundred 
pounds on wheat are from 2% cents 
to 22% cents lower. These are bi" 
a few instances picked out from 
various points and are typical of a 
general condition. The article fur- 

er, shows that Canadian passenger 

tea are also lower than those of 

e J. &., the one, way maximum rate 
pér mile being 3.60 cents as agains: 
3.45 in Canada, the Canadian travel: 
ler having an additional advantage of 
10 per cent. reduction in return 
fares, and 25 per cent reduction on 
parties of ten or more persons tra- 
velling.

Definite Improvemen, in Sight, 

The railways no less than the 
country, have come through a period! 
of years in which organization was 
strained to the utmost, resources tied 
up or diverted to unproductive uses, 
and the flow of men and ‘money 
needed for uninterrupted devetop- 
ment cut off-at ite source. It could 
not but take years to start conditions 
moving back towards normal, and 
that we can to-day clearly ‘see a 
definite improvement should be a_ 
matter for relief as'well *s encour- 
agement. The year 1922 opened 
with the trade of the country at low 
ebb, and its early months rave little 
evidence of any notable improvement. 
As earlier predictions of an abundant 
crop came nearer to realization the 
volume of trade showed improve- 
ment, and the movement of generai 
merchandise assumed healthier pro- 
portions. This in conjunction with 
au heavy crop movement again strain- 
ed the operating facilities of the rail- 
roads, themselves struggling back to 
# normal standard of equipment 
against the handicap of a mosi in- 
sistent need for economy: The +it- 
uation was again met with all the 
vigor and enterprise of which the 
railroads were capable, and in the 
case of the Canadian Pacific the ‘otal 
grain movement between September 
1 and November 30 was approximate- 
ly 142,800,000 bushels, as against %4,- 
600,000 for the same period in the 
previous year. There is a reason, 
says “Mr. Beatty in conclusion, to 
hope that there will bé a continu- 
ance of the {mproved movement of 
freight noted during the latter haif 
of the year, ‘This tp the best pos- 
sible indication of a gradual retin 
to norma! conditions, and shoild be 
a vigorous incentive to set afoot such 
activities as will result in a reduc- 
tion of transportation costs, and a 
consequent increase in efficiency ia 
marketing Canadian piolucts.

Russia Makes Bid For Recognition by 
Pekin Government . 

The Soviet Government is making a 
strenuous effort to obtain diplomatic 
recognition from the Pekin adminis- 
tration, but so far without prospect 
of success, The Chinese Government 
would probably not object to a trade 
agreement, but the Russians are op- 
posed to trade agreements unless ac- 
companied by diplomatic recognition. 

Russia was the first European coun- 
try to recelve the ambassadors of 
China. That was in 1731. Recognl- 
tion was withdrawn on September 23, 
1920, and all Russian privileges in 
China were simultaneously withdrawn.
